1929—30. 


IN  presenting  the  137th  Annual  Report  and  Statement  of  Accounts, 
the  Committee  of  the  Royal  Institution  for  the  Blind  desire  to 
record  their  indebtedness  to  all  who  have  contributed  towards 
a successful  year’s  work.  From  this  report  it  will  be  seen  that  not 
only  have  all  the  services  been  well  maintained,  but  wherever  possible 
improvements  and  increased  facilities  for  the  welfare  of  those  con- 
nected with  the  Institution  have  been  carried  out. 


Finance. — The  financial  result  of  the  past  year  is  encouraging 
as,  in  spite  of  general  depression  and  difficulty,  the  income  of  the 
Institution  as  a whole  has  been  well  maintained,  and  in  some  depart- 
ments increased.  Some  saving  in  expenditure  has  been  effected 
without  reducing  the  benefits  to  the  Blind,  and  in  instances  increasing 
them.  The  Committee  are  thankful  for  the  support  accorded  them 
from  many  quarters.  The  voluntary  contributions  of  subscribers 
and  donors  have  shown  an  increase,  and  the  contributions  of  the 
Bristol  City  and  other  local  authorities  are  most  helpful.  Legacies 
received  have  been  well  above  the  average.  This  is  an  uncertain 
source  of  income,  but  the  improvement  in  the  general  average  during 
the  past  few  years  enables  the  Committee  to  carry  out  necessary 
improvements  and  additions  to  the  buildings  and  equipment. 


The  School. — The  number  of  pupils  has  increased  from  103 
to  113,  and  there  is  every  indication  that  this  number  is  to  become 
greater.  This  is  not  due  to  any  increase  in  Blindness,  but  rather 
to  the  fact  that  Education  Authorities  now  realise  that  children 
with  defective  vision  can  receive  that  care  and  treatment  which 
cannot  be  given  even  in  Special  Day  Schools  where  other  influences 
have  to  be  met.  If  the  best  results  are  to  be  obtained  with  regard 
to  improved  vision,  it  is  most  important  that  the  Cleanliness,  the 
Nourishment,  the  Housing,  and  the  General  Supervision  of  the 
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children  should  at  all  times  be  under  the  care  of  the  Specialist. 
The  Special  Class  in  this  School  whereby  all  who  can,  are  educated 
by  the  ordinary  Large-Type  methods,  has  done  excellent  work,  and 
upwards  of  30  of  the  children  derive  considerable  benefit  from  the 
instruction  given. 

No  changes  in  the  Teaching  Staff  have  taken  place  during  the 
year,  the  children  have  worked  well,  and  the  general  standard  of 
attainments  throughout  the  School  is  encouragingly  high. 

Religious  Instruction. — A full  Syllabus  of  Religious  Instruc- 
tion was  covered  and  a satisfactory  report  was  received  from  Dr. 
de  Lacy  O’Leary  who  conducted  an  Examination  on  the  9th  July- 
The  Report  stated  : — 

“ Special  methods  are  employed  to  meet  the  peculiar  needs  of 
this  School. 

“ The  Scripture  narrative  has  been  carefully  explained,  the 
subject  matter  well  illustrated,  and  to  those  methods  the  children 
are  responsive. 

“Answering  was  well  distributed.  The  work  in  this  School 
has  to  be  largely  individual  teaching,  and  this  has  been  given 
carefully  and  conscientiously,  obviously  with  good  results.” 
Seven  girls  and  four  boys  were  confirmed  by  the  Bishop  of 
Malmesbury  at  the  church  of  St.  Peter,  Henleaze,  on  the  11th  of 
December.  These  pupils  were  instructed  by  the  Rev.  R.  K.  Pagett, 
M.A.  To  him,  and  to  Archdeacon  Winter  the  Committee  desire  to 
record  their  best  thanks. 

Music  and  Singing. — •“  The  Terror  of  Castle  Daring,”  an 
operetta  in  two  parts,  the  words  written  by  the  Principal,  and  the 
music  by  the  Music  Master,  was  performed  with  much  success  by 
the  children  at  the  School  before  the  Christmas  holidays.  The 
Operetta  was  repeated  at  the  Parish  Rooms,  St.  Mary  Redeliffe ; 
at  the  Town  Hall,  Berkeley;  at  the  Kingsley  Hall,  Old  Market 
Street ; at  Southmead  Hospital ; and  two  performances  were  given 
at  the  Picture  Theatre,  Bradford-on-Avon. 

Twenty  children  now  receive  instruction  in  violin  playing,  and 
most  encouraging  progress  is  being  made.  Four  of  them  are  being 
entered  for  the  examination  in  violin  playing  of  Trinity  College, 
London. 

A separate  list  in  this  Report  will  show  the  individual  successes 
in  Piano  and  Organ  Playing  in  the  examinations  of  Trinity  College, 
London-  It  is  encouraging  to  report  that  Albert  Hartland,  one  of 
the  pupils,  successfully  passed  as  an  Associate  of  Trinity  College, 
in  Organ  Playing  and  the  Theory  of  Teaching. 

Piano  Tuning. — Again  the  Piano  Tuning  Department  has  had 
a successful  year.  The  number  of  tunings  has  increased,  thereby 
affording  practical  experience  to  the  apprentices  in  Piano  Tuning. 
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Physical  Training. — Careful  and  specialised  attention  is  given 
to  this  branch,  and  the  children  are  encouraged  to  lead  healthy  and 
active  lives.  Many  of  the  ordinary  games  are  adapted  so  that  the 
Blind  and  those  suffering  from  Defective  Vision  may  take  part,  and 
the  Annual  Sports’  Day  is  an  interesting  event  in'  the  life  of  the 
School.  Swimming  is  taught  by  specialist  teachers,  but  it  is  very 
unfortunate  that  the  distance  to  the  Swimming  Bath  is  so  great. 
Dancing  is  also  taught,  and  at  the  recent  Eisteddfod  held  at  the 
Victoria  Rooms,  the  School  was  awarded  Three  1st  Class  Certificates. 

The  Committee  are  grateful  to  all  who  have  interested  themselves 
in  the  School,  and  especially  to  those  friends  who  have  entertained 
the  children  in  many  ways  during  the  year. 

Technical  Training. — The  Technical  Training  Department 
has  been  moderately  busy  throughout  the  year,  due  largely  to  the 
efforts  of  the  Travelling  Sales’  Representative.  His  help  and 
influence  have  been  chiefly  felt  in  the  Piano-Tuning  Department, 
and  in  providing  a large  and  varied  assortment  of  chairs  to  be 
re-seated  in  cane.  All  the  apprentices  have  made  efficient  progress 
and  in  the  Girls’  Training  Branch,  although  the  numbers  have  been 
greater  than  usual,  the  work  generally  has  been  of  a higher  standard. 


New  Hostel. — Southmead  House  is  to  be  equipped  by  the 
Committee  as  a Hostel  for  the  Technical  Students  connected  with 
the  School,  in  order  that  they  may  be  provided  with  a little  more 
freedom  than  is  possible  in  the  ordinary  school  buildings.  This 
will  also  extend  the  dormitory  accommodation  and  make  it  possible 
to  admit  more  children  with  defective  vision  than  would  otherwise 
have  been  possible.  To  all  who  have  interested  themselves  in  this 
Hostel,  and  who  have  contributed  towards  the  Furnishing  Fund, 
the  Committee  extend  their  grateful  thanks.  It  is  hoped  that  the 
New  Hostel  will  be  opened  in  September. 


Ex-Pupils. — 'The  Principal  receives  many  encouraging  reports 
from  former  pupils,  and  he  is  anxious  to  help  them  in  every  possible 
way.  All  ex-pupils  in  the  area  served  by  the  Institution  are  visited 
by  the  Home  Workers’  Supervisor,  and  they  are  encouraged  to  keep 
In  touch  with  the  School- 


The  Workshops. — An  increase  in  the  sales  of  work  made  by 
the  blind  was  welcome  and  there  is  still  need  for  more  liberal  support 
In  this  practical  manner.  The  workers  have  been  employed  full 
time  throughout  the  year,  and  the  rates  of  remuneration  have  been 
based  on  the  assumption  that  it  is  the  duty  of  the  Committee  to  pro- 
vide reasonable  maintenance  for  those  who  are  able  and  willing  to 
follow  some  useful  occupation.  The  products  in  various  departments 
—baskets,  mats,  hosiery,  and  general  knitted  wear— are  of  the  best 
quality  material  and  good  workmanship.  They  are  all  sold  at 
reasonable  prices. 
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STAff. — During  the  past  year  Mr.  C.  Lucas,  the  Trades  Master, 
retired  after  over  fifty  years’  valued  service  in  the  technical  instruc- 
tion and  employment  departments.  The  Committee  and  Staff  and 
workers  join  in  wishing  to  Mr.  Lucas  a full  measure  of  rest  and 
happiness  in  his  retirement.  Such  a valued  link  with  the  handicraft 
of  the  past  is  not  easily  replaced.  Mr.  Hewick,  from  the  Paisley 
Institution  for  the  Blind,  has  been  appointed  to  the  post  as  Assistant 
Factory  Manager,  and  we  trust  that  under  his  skilled  supervision  the 
progress  of  the  industrial  departments  will  be  maintained. 

Home  Industries. — Again  especial  attention  is  drawn  to  Piano 
Tuners  and  Massage  for  which  several  well  trained  men  and  women 
are  available  in  Bristol  and  the  adjoining  counties.  A list  of  these 
scattered  home  workers  and  their  various  occupations  is  included  in 
this  Report,  and  patronage  is  earnestly  solicited.  Basket-making, 
chair-seating  and  knitting  are  handicrafts  successfully  carried  on  by 
these  home  workers.  A stall  and  working  exhibit  at  the  recent 
Wilts  Agricultural  Show  at  Trowbridge  was  most  successful,  and 
other  such  opportunities  will  be  welcomed. 


Home  Teaching  and  Visiting. — This  growing  department 
for  the  welfare  of  the  unemployable  blind  has  been  most  active 
during  the  past  year.  Regular  home  visiting  is  carried  out,  and  with 
the  Almoner  the  four  Blind  Home  Teachers  are,  we  believe,  able  to 
help  in  many  ways  those  elderly,  sick  or  incapable  sightless  persons 
in  their  own  homes,  who  would  otherwise  have  been  lost  sight  of. 
With  the  liberal  support  of  the  City  Council,  we  are  able  to  help 
by  weekly  monetary  grants  many  who  would  otherwise  be  in  dire 
need.  t he  register  of  blind  in  Bristol  is  kept  by  this  department 
and  it  is  gratifying  to  note  that  in  spite  of  increased  vigilance  in 
registration,  the  numbers  of  blind  and  the  degree  of  blindness  are 
somewhat  lessening,  especially  in  the  younger  generation-  Still  the 
numbers  are  large,  six  hundred,  or  about  one  to  each  650  of  our 
sighted  citizens. 

I he  Social  Centre  held  in  rooms  lent  at  the  Central  Hall  is 
well  attended  weekly,  and  the  interest  of  members  in  the  entertain- 
ments and  games  provided  is  unflagging.  Thanks  are  heartily 
accorded  to  many  voluntary  helpers  who  assist  weekly  in  the 
organisation  or  by  giving  entertainments.  An  average  attendance 
of  75  to  80  blind  persons  summer  and  winter  is  encouraging. 

The  Hostel  for  Blind  Women  in  Tyndall’s  Park  continues  to 
supply  a real  need  for  good  boarding  accommodation  for  employees 
in  the  woikshops,  and  although  the  demand  at  present  is  not  so  great 
as  was  at  one  time  the  case,  there  can  be  no  doubt  as  to  the  utility  of 
tins  provision. 


Outings-  Again  by  the  kindness  of  many  friends,  these  annua, 
tunctions  have  been  provided.  Day  trips  to  the  seaside  by  Work- 
s i"ps  emp  oyees  and  the  Club  members  and  Hostel  inmates  and  the 
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Home  Workers’  Outing  to  Bristol  are  red  letter  days,  much  to  be 
looked  forward  to  with  anticipation  and  looked  back  on  with  appre 
ciation.  Many  of  our  Workers  and  Club  Members  are  welcomed 
for  a holiday  rest  at  Mrs.  Sewell’s  Home  at  Clevedon,  and  the 
Holiday  Home  of  the  Guild  of  the  Handicapped  at  Churchill.  They 
and  the  Committee  are  most  grateful.  The  summer  holidays  of  15 
days  are  much  appreciated,  and,  as  in  the  case  of  other  holidays  on 
a fairly  liberal  scale,  are  paid  for  at  the  usual  rate  of  weekly 
remuneration. 

Generally. — The  year’s  work  has  been  steady,  laid  on 
foundations  that,  we  trust,  will  be  of  permanent  benefit  to  those 
needing  our  care.  Much  has  been  attempted,  and  the  accomplish- 
ment is,  we  hope,  worthy  of  the  best  traditions  of  our  ancient  and 
progressive  City.
